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The General Goethals Stamp 


UR most valuable assets are 
our friends, and it is to the 
thousands of them scattered 
all over these United States 
that the success of this pub- 

lication is due. Without them we 
would grope in the dark, but with 
them we manage now and then to 
grab a morsel of news, sometimes 
right out from under elite pub’ica- 
tions of the Philatelic Four Hundred. 


It is to one of these friends that 
we are indebted for the news which 
we can now give our readers and if 
thanks and appreciation are due any- 
one it is to Mr. Aaron Delfin of 
Bronx, New York, for his kindness in 
supplying the necessary information 
which enabled us to get the facts and 
the picture which is presented on this 
page. 


Colonel George Washington Goe- 
thals, the man who built the great 
Panama Canal, is pictured on the cur- 
rent 2c postage stamp of the Canal 
Zone and when it was planned to 
produce this stamp with a picture of 
General Goethals it was necessary to 
procure suitable pictures from which 
to make the engraving. 


The story of where the picture 
came from and how it was obtained 
is best told by reprinting a letter 
from the Faculty Bulletin of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York which 
was sent our office some time ago by 
Mr. Aaron Delfin. 


Correspondence with the Assistant 
to the President, Mr. Ralph Wardlaw, 
resulted in the loan of a photograph 
of the bust of General Goethals from 
which the photographs used in mak- 
ing the postage stamp were taken. It 
is to be regretted that the picture 
here shown is not of the same view 
as that from which the stamp was 
copied but it was the only one avail- 








able in the files of the college and is 
thus worthy of production. 


Mr. Wardlaw states, “This bust is 
by Sigurd Neandross and was made in 
1914. Inasmuch as this is the only 
photograph we have, and had to be 





























secured from the files of the presi- 
dent of the college, Dr. Frederick B. 
Robinson, we will appreciate your re- 
turning it to us as soon as you have 
finished with it.” 


The rest of the story may best be 
told by reprinting from the Faculty 


Bulletin of the college, the brief 
story of the Goethals stamp. 


“Some months ago Colonel George 
R. Goethals, the son of General 
George W. Goethals, visited the presi- 
dent of the college in order to confer 
with him upon the problem of obtain- 
ing a good profile of General Goe- 
thals that could be used on the post- 
age stamp of the Canal Zone. General 
Goethals was a student in the class 
of 1877. 


The president suggested that the 
bronze bust of General Goethals in 
his office might be used to advantage. 
This bronze is the work of a Scanda- 
navian sculptor, Sigurd Neandross. 
Pictures of it were taken from vari- 
ous angles and the best one was for- 
warded to Washington so that the ar- 
ia working on the stamps and dies 





might have it as a master copy. On 
April 15th, Col. Goethals sent the 
following letter to the college from 
Vineyard Haven, Massachusetts: 


“Dear Dr. Robinson: 


The photographs of the bust of 
General Goethals which you so kind- 
ly furnished me a few months ago 
| were officially adopted as the models 
for the new two-cent stamp of the 
Canal Zone. 


I am enclosing the first stamp to 
be mailed. ‘It is on a ‘first day cover’, 
greatly in demand by philatelists, and 
for this reason its value to collectors 
will appreciate rapidly. With it is a 
letter from Acting Governor J. 
Schley of the Canal Zone, -certifying 
its authenticity as stated, and an un- 
used stamp of the same issue and de- 
nomination.” 


General Goethals, it will be re- 
membered, was responsible for the 
successful completion of the Panama 
Canal.”

A Canadian collector in writing to 
the Editor expresses his keen regret 
at the act of the Canadian Govern- 
ment in practically barring American 
Stamp Papers from Canada. There 
is a tax of 5c per copy on papers 
such as this going into Canada. This 
tax amounts to $2.60 per year for a 
weekly paper such as Linn’s and is 
naturally prohibitive for Canadian 
collectors. As a result of this tax, Ca- 
nadian collectors are without Ameri- 
can stamp publications. 

The correspondent in commenting 
on this situation states that the pres- 
ent Government at Ottawa is in high 
disfavor throughout the Dominion and 
that the coming election will doubt- 
less see a change such as was made 
in this country. 

Our correspondent says “the world 
has had a wave of high tariffs, Eng- 
land being the last to succumb. The 
result has been strangling of inter- 
national trade and we are all sitting 
with our goods on our hands, no mar- 
ket for our produce and in conse- 
quence no money to buy other peo- 
ple’s goods. The pendulum will 
swing the other way, in due course, 
and I consider the recent U. S. elec- 
tion the first sign of that return to 
freer trade.” 


A feature of the stamp page of the 
Atlanta Constitution is a series of il- 
lustrated “Stamp Sketches”. The first 
is of Japan and is a feature that 
should do much to interest collectors 
- well as non-collectors in our hob-

Why are holes punched in stamps, and 
what is the value of such stamps? 


The holes are the initials, monogram, etc., 
of the firm using the stamps. The idea is to 
protect them from theft, to keep office boys 
and clerks from going to the stamp drawer 
and using them on private letters. Also to 
keep them from taking the stamps in quan- 
tity and selling them at a discount to stamp 
brokers. The brokers could not dispose of 
them to any honest firm. 

Some few persons make special collections 
of these stamps, but as a rule they are worth 
much less than a perfect copy. 


What is a Seebeck? 

Man, does that question take me back 40 
years! Seebeck was a stamp dealer at one 
time. He was also a stockholder in a Print- 
ing and Engraving Co. and conceived the idea 
of furnishing the Central American Republics 
with handsome stamps at a very low price. 
He visited them and contracted with them 
for new sets of stamps each year, with the 
proviso that they would not be good for 
postage after the end of the year, and that 
he was to have all remainders—and he saw 
to it that there were plenty of remainders 
for him to sell!!

In the beginning all buro print col- 
lectors were collectors of the single 
item. It soon became apparent that 
the saturation point would be reached 
and the release of new items was 
not fast enough to hold interest. In 
order to maintain interest they re- 
alized that they must set up a more 
lifficult goal, they must set the goal 
posts farther apart. They accom- 
lished this in the form of coil pairs 
with the gap, line, and combinations. 
The collecting of these helped broad- 
in the field but the inobtainability of 
some of the items and comparatively 
small number demanded something 
‘Ise again which could only be 
3LOCKS. The addition of block col- 
ecting very nicely rounded out the 
‘urriculum of the buro print collec- 
or. This gave the most of them all 
she room they could use. Of course 
here were a few restless souls who 
must always have something else to 
lo, for these same dealers aided and 
tbetted by a few collectors set up the 
‘ollecting of plate breaks and the 
ike. This is bunk pure and un- 
adulterated. But I am like the man 
out in the ocean on a raft, I am drift- 
ing away from the subject. 

It was necessary for me to give 
part of the genealogy of buro print 
collecting in order to present the sit- 
uation that turned such collectors to 
pairs and blocks. 


Then with a large demand and a lim- 
ited supply it followed as the night 
the day, that prices should soar. In 
contrast no such a situation ever has 
10or ever will haunt the general col- 
ector. Consequently a block will 
1ever be worth but little more than 
‘our singles. Of course there are 
‘xceptions where some particularly 
ine block in some peculiar type, or in 
1 desirable commemorative issue or 
he like will command a premium 
orice but my general discussion meant 
reneral issues. 


In the case of city type coils a 
slight advance is generally asked for 
yairs and a slightly higher price for 
line pairs. It is regrettable I admit 
chat no set rule is given in the cat- 
alog to govern this situation. As an 
illustration of the variation in price 
of pairs which is up to the seller a 
‘ook thru a Precancel Stamp Society 
Circuit book will demonstrate this. 
Two different parties may enter iden- 
tical pairs and place a widely separat- 
ed valuation on their property. But as 
a whole a plain pair is worth no more 
than two singles. Altho I can see when 
there will be a time when these pairs 
will be priced in proportion to buro 
print pairs. 

A rule laid down by the Precancel 
Stamp Society on the matter of en- 
tering blocks in the circuit books will 
be interesting at this point. The rule 
goes something like this, “Altho you 
may collect blocks, pairs and strips 
the other fellow don’t, so please re- 
frain from entering same unless it is 
of a very interesting nature.” This 
is not verbatim but nevertheless is 
the concensus of the rule. 

And that’s that.

It has often been said that idle time 
gives lots of people more time for 
stamps and if the present great inter- 
est in stamp collecting is merely a re- 
sult of idle time on the part of the 
masses, then it behooves those seri- 
ously interested in our hobby to make 
plans at once to hold and retain the 
interest of as large a part of the pres- 
ent followers of the hobby as pos- 
sible. 

Recent auction prices for the very 
choice United States stamps indicate 
that there is a strengthening in this 
market. This may be a forerunner of 
the general trend of business in the 
stamp trade. Every indication points 
to better things just around the cor- 
ner that Mr. Hoover has so frequently 
spoken of but the question is, how far 
is it to the corner? 


ANOTHER This past week, we re- 
RACKET fused to print what was 

offered us as news con- 
cerning a Washington Bicentennial 
Cachet. We have repeatedly refused 
to print matter concerning the issu- 
ing of a cachet where a price is 
charged for the service. We are justi- 
fied in this stand because of the fact 
that if one must charge a price for 
the cachet and put it on a commercial | 
basis, he should be ready to pay for 
advertising space to sell his wares. 
If we printed such notices we would 
help build up a “racket” that would 
soon become undesirable. There have 
been instances of which we know, 
where as many as 8000 or more cov- | 
ers have been sent to certain cities | 
for cachet events. With a charge so! 
small as 5e for cachet service, such 
an event would net the promoter | 
$40.00. It can readily be seen that | 
a lot of people would gladly put out 
a cachet a week for such a sum in 
these days, and the collector would 
pay and pay. 

Another “racket” which we refer to 
in the start of this editorial is that 
in which the person putting out the 
cachet asks that envelopes be sent 
unstuffed and unsealed. This racket 
consists of the person putting out the 
cachet, stuffing the envelopes with his 
advertising circulars and literature , 
and thus getting his price lists in the 
hands of several thousand collectors 
and letting them pay the postage. 
A very slick yet unethical proceed- 
ing that has been worked on numer- 
ous occasions and we have just re- 
fused to print a notice regarding a 
cachet because this procedure was 
planned. 

Our word to anyone who contem- 
plates the issue of a cacheted cover 
is—if you can’t come clean, don’t 
come at all. 


ALL U. S. STAMPS TO BE RE- 
printed—Thus says a newspaper 
clipping which has reached our 
desk. It is stated that the Postoffice 
Department plans to reprint all 
U. S. stamps in order that a com- 
plete showing of them may be had 
for exhibition at the great Chicago 
Fair in 1933. Whether this is fact

if such a plan is proposed we do 
hope that it will be carried out in 
such a manner that every stamp 
collector who wishes a set of the 
reprints may be able to purchase 
them. The entire cost of the pro- 
duction of these reprints could be 
easily paid for and an enormous 
amount of money garnered by the 
Government by such a reprinting 
of our postage stamps and the sale 
of the complete sets at a nominal 
price.

First Soviet All-Union Postage 
Stamp Exhibit 


The first stamp exhibit ever to be 
held in Moscow took place the latter 
part of November when the celebra- 
tion of the fifteenth anniversary of 
the Soviet Union was held. The dis- 
play contained some 30,900 frames (so 
a news item has it) of postage 
stamps. The majority of the displays 
will trace the history of Russia since 
1917. 

The displays showed the Wrangle 
issues, stamps issued by General Ju- 
denitch, General Miller, and some of 
the lesser generals who issued stamps 
after the Chaos of 1917. It is hoped 
that this display will give a compre- 
hensive idea of the struggle Russia 
went through until 1921. The re- 
mainder of the frames showed the rise 
and increase in industry and science 
that Russia is achieving. Many of 
the exhibitors had their displays in 
International Philatelic Exhibition in 
1930 in Berlin and in 1931 in Ham- 
burg — receiving noteworthy praise 
and comment. 

The use of Russian stamps is not 
solely for the purpose of revenue but 
also a means of propaganda and agi- 
tations to the rest of the world, al- 
ways advertising her rise to the pres- 
ent stage of socialist government. 

The exhibition was held in the Mos- 
cow Museum of Fine Arts and being 
connected with the November Cele- 
brations. USSR hopes that the ex- 
hibit will have marked the beginning 
of a long series of such annual ex- 
hibitions. —Edwin Brooks.
